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ZEPPELIN MAKING 
24-HOUR FLIGHT

Left Friedrichshafen Yesterday 
Morning—Was at Mayence 
at 11 Last Night. 


DESCENDS FOR 


REPAIRS 


But After Several Hours’ Work Re- 
sumes His Voyage Toward 
Starting Point. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Aug. 4.—Arising 
from its floating dock on the dark green 
waters. of Lake Constance early this 
morning, 
Count Zeppelin was sent away for a 
twenty-four-hour journey in the air to 
Mayence and return. Late to-night the 
apex of the triangular flight had becn 
turned, and the machine, with nose point- 
ed southward, was reported speeding 
along under starry skies toward Fried- 
richshafen, where it is hoped the journey 
will end to-morrow. 

The flight to Mayence, however, was 
not an uninterrupted one. Spmething 
went wrong with a propeller while the 
ship was speeding along above the Valley 
of the Rhine, and Count Zeppelin was 
compelled to bring it down to the sur- 
face of the river at Nackenheim, eight 
miles from Mayence, where repairs were 
effected. The dirigible went up again, 
and the trip was recommenced. 

The weather for the ascension was most 
auspicious. The machine rose majestical- 
ly to a height of 400 feet, and, crossing 
the lake, circled the town of Constance, 
then turning retraced its course, describ- 
ing a perfect circle, passed over Friedrichs- 
hafen, and then soared Westward over 
the lake to Basel, on the Swiss frontier. 
Turning the vessel slightly toward the 
northwest, Count Zeppelin steered it over 
Mulhausen, and then directed its flight 
northeasterly to Strassburg, thence fol- 
lowing the valley of the Rhine northward 
to Mayence, a distance altogether of over 
250 miles.

At the rate at which it was traveling 
to-day it should arrive in Friedrichshafen 
to-morrow forenoon. 

Following the Airship. 

Count. Zeppelin arrived at the floating 
dock at 4 o’clock, accompanied by his 
nephew, Dr. Eckner, a well-known yachts- 
man of Hamburg, and Major Gradnitz, 
the only official representative. Neither 
the Imperial Commissioners nor the 
Count’s usual official suite nor the mili- 
tary motorists who intended to follow the 
flight, had been notified or invited. It 
was said that the Count wishéd to.make 
his great flight quietly and without in- 
terference. 

Not the faintest cloud marred the beauty 
of the day. The surface of the lake was 
like a mirror, and the distant Alpine 
giants stood out against a clear atmos- 
phere. At 6:15 the colossal body. of the 
airship emerged slowly from thé floating 
shed, towed by three launches. Under the | 
direction of Dr. Eckner the pontoots were 
towed out f-om underneath thé machine 
and the airship hovered low over the gur- | 
face of the lake. Then slowly the nose 
lifted. 

The propellors began to hum and | 
drowned all voices save that of the Count 
himself, at whose command, “ Cast off," | 
the monster rose slantwise to a height | 
of about 400 feet, and then swept off | 
in the direction of Constance. Turning | 
presently, the machine, in a graceful | 
circle, came back over the lake. She! 
behaved so well that the Count seemed | 
justified in starting his long journey of | 
twenty-four hours without any previous | 
trial trip. Accordingly he started in the | 
direction of Schaffhausen, followed by | 
prolonged cheers from the spectators on 
land and in various small craft afloat. 

Speeds Away Toward Constance. 


in the direction of Constance, 
the airship sped along almost in a bee 
line over drowsy villages and sleeping 
towns. After Constance was left behind 
no spectators were out to see the flight, 
the news of the ascent not having had 
time to get further afield. Suddenly, 
while still over the water, the airship 
apparently came to a full stop for several 
minutes. 

The halt was brief, however. Soon the 
two front propellers, which looked very 
much like the fins of a fish, began to re- 
volve, and at once the bow of the ship 
lifted. I’rom below it appeared as though 
something had gone wrong, but in a 
few seconds the rear propellers moved

also, and she resumed hér_ horizontal 
position. Swinging gracefully first to the 
right and then to the left, she took up 
again her rapid course. The mass of 
2,000 pounds of metal, woodwork, ma- 
- chinery, and cloth no longer seemed cplos- 
sal, ungainly, and uncouth. Spectators 
ceased to wonder at the marvelously con- 
trolled flight. For a moment one forgot 
that the soaring mechanism was the han- 
diwork of a man. 

Over the Island of Reichenau the airship 
ascended to a height of 3,000 feet, but this 
was only for a few moments. It came 
down to its previous level to save gas, 
which escapes more easily in the thin air 
of the greater altitudes. 

Had it not been for these manoeuvres it 
would have been impossible to keep up 
with the airship in a fifty horse-power au- 
tomobile. The traveler in the air could 
easily have outdistanced a car of this 


power. Allowing for the time lost in 
manoeuvring, the airship was proceeding 
at the rate of about thirty miles an hour. 

The news of the departure of the airship 
from Lake Constance and tite direction it 
was taking had, during these first hours, 
been telegraphed and telephoned over the 
country, and as the a progressed the 
spectators were more and more numerous. 

he greetings were now enthusiastic, now 
merry. The veranda of one cottage near 
the quaint old city of Stein was filled with 
young women in white dresses, waving 
flags and handkerchiefs and throwing 
large bouquets of flowers into the air. 

At Stein the Rhine valley widens consid- 
erably, forming the Lake of Zell. With 
this expanse in front of it the cirship, nose 
first, came down again to an altitude of 
about 1,000 feet and continued at that 
height until it again re-entered the Rhine 
valley, not far from the famous Castle of 
Hohenwiel. This stronghold, unconquered 
for a thousand years until the coming of 
Napoleon, to-dey was a mute witness of 
the marvelous achievement of the Napo- 
leon of the air. Over the grim moats and 
turrets of the old feudal castle the airship 
swept silent and speedy. 

There was a faint wind from the north- 
west in the beginning, which was ap- 
parently quite powerless to influence 
either the speed of the airship or its 
course. The wind later changed and blew 
from the southeast, from which direction 
it was helpful to the navigators, At Stein 
it was seen that the,airship was quicken-

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| SANDBAGGED THE CASHIER. 


Factory Foreman and Brother-in-Law 
* Expected to Rob Office Safe. 


Frederick S. Hanna, cashier of the 
German-American Coffee Company of 406 | 
Greenwich Street, remained in the office 
after 6 o’clock last night when other em- 
ployes were supposed to have left, in 
order to go over his books. He was 
desk alongside the open 
safe, in which were several hundred 
dollars, when he was struck on the back 
of the head with a sandbag. 

The blow knocked Hanna from his stool, 
and he dropped senseless on the floor, 
but it had only stunned him, and he re- 
vived almost immediately,, jumping to 
his feet in time to see Clinton Buschong 
of 214 West 148th Street, a foreman in 
the coffee works, and the latter's brother- 


in-law, Willett Marquette of 2,536 Seventh 
Avenue, running toward the rear of the 
shop, where a big club was kept always 
standing. 

Hanna started toward the men, but 
when he saw one of them grasp the club 
and start back toward him, the cashier 
turned and, fleeing into the office, 
slammed and locked the door separating 
{t from the factory room in which Bus- 
chong and Marquette still were. Then the 
cashier ran down on to the sidewalk, 
shouting as soon as he reached the street: 

“‘Police! Help! Come quick! I've got 
two burglars caught.” 

Policeman Schreiber of the Leonard 
Street Station heard Hanna's shouts, and 
his rap for assistance brought Policeman 
Monahan and Detectives Sullivan and 
Hogan. The policemen followed Hanna 
up into the office and he let them into the 
factory room. Not a trace of Buschong 
or Marquette was to be found. Then Ho- 
gan sent for the reserves and had the 
building surrounded. 

Policemen went to the roof and worked 
thelr way down through: the house until 
they reached the cellar. As they entered 
there Schreiber, who was in the lead, 
flashed an electric pocket lamp into the 
cellar and shouted to the men behind 
him: 

“Shoot in the direction of any noise you 
hear.”’

HARRIMAN’S PRECOCIOUS SON, 


Master Averill, After a Search, Found 
Studying Father’s Railroad System.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 4.—It was after the 
Harriman special had been held forty 
minutes in the Union Station at noon 
to-day that Mr. Harriman’s young son, 
Averill, was found as the result of an 
organized search in the lower yards. He 
was inspecting the switches and block 
signals of his father’s great railroad, and 
asking questions of switchmep and sec- 
tion hands, who, in ignorance the iden- 
tity of their visitor, were amazed at the 
understanding he showed. 

When the special train was ready to 
pull out for the West, Harriman asked: 
‘“* Where are my boys?” Avertll could not 
be found. General Manager Mohler, 
Traffic Director Stubbs, Director of Main- 
tenance Kruttschnitt, General Passenger 
Agent Loomis, and Freight Traffic Man- 
ager Monroe joined with attendants and 
station policemen and an army of tourists 
in search for the lost boy. Master Averill, 
with his natural interest in the road, was 
simply improving the few minutes at his 
disposal in learning all he could of the 
methods of operating. 

“When will you resume buflding opera- 
tions in the West?’”’ Mr. Harriman was 
asked before his departure. 

“Whenever the revenue warrants it.

“It's all my territory, 
just as it’s any other man’s territory—it’s 
all interdependent.” 

Mr, Harriman was joined at Omaha by 
General Counsel Lovett of the Harriman 
lines, who came up from the South. The 
Lovett special car was attached to the 
Harriman train and went West with it. 


GETTING HARRIMAN EVIDENCE. 


Justice Department Agents In Cincin- 
nati Obtaining Fact.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 4.—An agent of the 
Department of Justice in Washington has 
been in Cincinnati several days in an ef- 
fort to obtain evidence and witnesses for 
the Government in its sult against the 
Harriman lines. The nature of the evi- 
dence wanted in Cincinnati {s not ,dis- 
closed, but it is supposed to be of an ex- 
pert nature, showing the effects of rail- 
way combinations upon competition and 
commerce generally. The agent has inter- 
viewed a number of large manufacturers, 
men formerly in the railway traffic serv- 
ice, and others. 

The case which the Government Is pre- 
paring is, broadly speaking, similar to 
that prosecuted against the Northern Se- 
curities Company. In this case the Govy- 
ernment succeeded in dissolving the com- 
pany, which owned and controlled two 
parallel and competing lines of railway. 
The proposed suits will involve the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, as well as 
Harriman lines, which, it is said, have 
combined.

ALLISON DIES AT 79; 
30 YEARS IN SENATE 


With Eight Years in the House, 
He Spent More Than Half His 
Life in National Service.

“Old Guard” of Conservatives Wane | 
In Power—Cummins Candidate 
for Allison’s Seat.

DUBUQUE, Ia., Aug. 4.—United States 
Senator W. B. Allison died at his home in| 
this city to-day after suffering for two 
weeks from a prostatic enlargement com- 
plicated with a disease of the kidney. He | 
died in a period of unconsciousness which 
began last Saturday, 

Two weeks ago the Senator left his home 
in the city to escape the heat. He went 
to the home of Mrs. Fannie Stout, a 
friend of the family living on the Asbury 
Road, a few miles from town. For a few 
days- his condition seemed to improve, but 
he later began to grow worse. Medical 
advisers urged that an operation be per- 
formed to relieve the prostatic enlarge- 
ment which was bringing his condition to 
a crisis. 

Saturday morning 
brought back home. Soon afterward he 
relapsed into a condition of semi-con- 
sciousness. Except for brief periods of 
partial recovery, he remained in this con- 
dition until death came this afternoon.

Senator was kept from the public as much 
as possible, and his death c&me as a sur- 
prise to his thousands of friends residing 
in this city.

Senator Allison’s Career. 


The death of Mr. Allison removes from 
the United States Senate agman who for 
more than a full generation” had been one 
of its most influential, if not conspicuous, 
members. Senator Allison is usually 
thought of as having made the record for 
continuous service in the Senate, having 
taken his seat there in 1873, and having 
occupied it for thirty-five consecutive 
Winters. He lacked only the approaching 
short session—rounding out the Sixtieth 
Congress—to complete six full terms, and 
had won the primary in his State, which 
insured his election for the seventh term. 

But fn one respect Ke had made an even 
more remarkable record as a Senator. 
He had been for twenty-five years Chair- 
man of the greatest of the Senate com- 
mittees, that on appropriationsi’ Ha” 
up that post in March, 1881, when... 
had been only eight yéars in the Senate, 
and held it thereafter with but one in- 
termission—the Fifty-third Congress— 
when the Democrats controlled the Sen- 
ate and Cockrell of Missouri, now Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioner, held it. 
At the same time that he was at the 
head of the committee which more than 
any other in the Senate has to do with 
the real running of the Government, he 
was in an important place on the Com- 
inittee on Finance, which considers 
chiefly such bills as the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House handles. Thus 
in his service on these two committees 
Senator Allison had played an Influential | 
part in all the financial and appropriation 
legislation of the Government for the last 
quarter of a century. It is a record un- 
equaled in the history of Congress. 

He said of himself recently that. the 


most important piece of legislation with 
which he had been connected was that| 
providing for the resumption of specie 
payments after the close of the civil war. 
His name is probably better known in 
connection with what is called the Bland- 
Allison act of 1878, when, by securing the 
adoption of two amendments in the Senate 
to the Bland bill for free coinage of silver 
as it came from the House, Mr. Allison 
prevented the adoption of a free silver 
policy by this Government and paved ths 
way for the ultimate unequivocal declara- 
tion in favor of the gold standard. 
Several times Mr. Allison was brought | 
forward as a candidate for the Presi- | 
dential nomination of his party, and once, 
in the convention at Chicago in 1888, 
came near winning. He was solidly sup- 
orted by the Iowa delegation, and the} 
‘estern delegates rallied to their on 
sistance. Thet was the year in which 
New York presented the name of Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, who was met by the op- 
position of the Western men on the} 
ground that it would never do to nomi-| 
nate a railroad President. en Depew! 
finally recognized that he was beaten 
he was able to prevent the New York} 
delegation from going to Allison, which) 
defeated the Iowa man, and led ultimately 
to the nomination of Benjamin Harrison 
of Indiana. | 
Mr. Allison’s connection with the Re-| 
publican Party was lifelong. He worked | 
for the Frémont ticket in Ohio In 1856, | 
and was Secretary of the convention at! 
ot in 1860 which nominated Lin- 
coln. 





Born in Log cabin, 


The main facts of Mr. Allison's life are 
soon stated. He was born in a log cabin 
in Perry, Wayne County, Ohio, on 
March 2, 1828. The son of a pioneer 
farmer, he had a hard struggle for an 
education, earning himself the money 
which. took him through Alleghany and 
Western Reserve Colleges, employing the 
familiar method of teaching school which 
has enabled so many members of Con- 


gress to get their start in life.” He was 
admitted to the bar in 1851 and soon aft- 
erward went to Iowa and settled at Du- 
buque, ever afterward his home. He had 
been in politics in Ohio. and kept in them 
in Iowa. An Ohio birth and an Iowa 
training give a man an exceptional advan- 
tage in the game of politics 

lIlison demonstrated that he knew how 
to use it. He went to Congress in 1863, 
having been elected for the first time in 
the preceding Fall. For forty-three of 
the succeeding forty-five years he has 
been a man to be reckoned with at Wash- 
ington. He might have been there for 
the other two years, but that he declined 
a fifth election to the House in 1870. He 
was twice married, twice a widower, and 
had no ame He might have begun his 
Congressional career earlier, but instead 
put in two years at the opening of the 
civil war as a member of the staff of Gov. 
Kirkwood in charge of the raising and 
equipment of the Iowa troops, in which 
he did service admittedly of more value 
than any man could at that time have 
rendered in the ‘ield. 

Mr. Allison had long been regarded as 
and called the leader of the Senate. In 
thetlast few years, however, this leader- 
shipthad been rather titular than actual. 
He was, however, a member—and one of 
the most, if not the most, influential—of 
the little group which was first broken 
into by the death of Orville H. Platt of 
Connecticut, a few years agg. Their 
names are perfectly familiar to all readers 
of the news o Washington—Allison, 
Aldrich, Platt, Hale. Hanna forced his

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BROKER EASTMAN ARRESTED. 


Held in Chicago on Larceny and 


Other Charges.

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—Robert E. Eastman, 
a New York broker, known for the last 
twenty years in Wall Street, was arrested 
in Chicago to-night on a fugitive warrant 
charging him with obtaining money by 
false pretenses. 

,It is charged that Eastman overdrew 
his account with the Mechanics’ National 
Bank between $15,000 and $16,000 and that 
he owes $25,000 more to clients. 

The arrest was made on complaint of A. 
A. Knowles, Vice President of the Me- 
chanics’ National Bank, who came from 
New York yesterday. Eastman was on 
his way to the Union Station to take a 
train for Minneapolis when a small army 
of private detectives from Pinkerton's 
National Agency and two of Chief Ship- 
py’s men halted him. 

Eastman had an office in the Mechanics’ 
National Bank Building, at 33 Wall 
Street. Last Wednesday he was hit hard 
by the fluctuations in the stock market, 
He 
had overdrawn his bank account, and, as 
he expressed it, was “up against a tough 
game.” 

That night, after everybody 
the building, Eastman went 
and, examined the books to see 
his affairs really were. He found that he 
owed between $40,000 and $50,000, with 
only a smadl amount of assets.

Guests in the Hotel Aberdeen, at 19 East 
Thirty-second Street, were thrown into a 
panic last night when flames shot up from 
the roof of a five-story building in the 
rear and threatened the hotel. The blaze 
Wagin 4 afid 16 East Thitty-third St 
just ,opposite "the Waldorf-Astoria. -&he 
guests in that Hotel were also frightened 
for a while, but there was nothing border- 
ing on a’panic and the guests were not 
ordered from their rooms. 

But in the Aberdeen the 150 men and 
women patrons were requested by the 
management to leave the upper floors. 
They assembled on the ground floor, and 
many of them left the hotel until the’ 
fire was out. The rear of the Aberdeen 
was separated from the burning bullding 
by a ten-foot alleyway, and the flames 
across the alley flicked out against the 
wall of the hotel. There is a fire-fighting 
apparatus in the Aberdeen, so when the 
alarm was sounded, J. W. McGrath, the 
bookkeeper, assembled the hotel employes 
on the seventh floor, ready to operate 
the fire hose should the flames reach the 
hotel. But the fire did not jump the 
alley. It was confined to the third, 
fourth, and fifth floors of Nos. 14 and 16.

BANKS HERE INTERESTED 


Those Aolding Policies in the Group 
Have Reinsured to Escape Losses 
—Further Troubles Possible. 


Detalls of the financial troubles of some 
of the underwriters in the London Lloyd's 
reached Wall Street yesterday which show 
the situation to be more serious than ap- 
peared in the first reports which came to 
New York in the press cables. This fa- 
mous London society, which has been 
writing insurance for nearly 800 years, is 
made up of independent underwriters, 
often working in groups. It is now learned 


underwriting syndicates is facing losses 
estimated between $1,600,000 and §2,10v,- 
000, against which the security on deposit 
with the trustees of Lloyd's amounts to 
only $405,000. 

Many of the New York banks are di- 
rectly interested in the situation, having 
been accustomed to accept the security 
afforded by the Lloyd's policies without 
question, and since the facts of the 
troubles in London have become known 
here those who hold policies under the 
names of the syndicate in difficulties have 
been making haste to cover by reinsuring. 

Under the English system the Lloyd's 
underwriters, instead of carrying large 
funds of invested capital and surplus care- 
fully conserved by State laws, as in this 
country, back their policies only with 
their personal credit plus the sum of 
£5,000 deposited with the trustees of the 
socicty by each member on his election, 
together with whatever balance of pre- 
miums they may have. 

In the case of the syndicate, composed 
of about eighteen members, whose trou- 
bles have just become known, not only 
has the security deposited with the society 
been wiped out by its losses, but it Is 
stated that seven of the members will be 
unable to take up their pro-ra.a share of 
the losses. 

The Trustees of Lloyd's conduct their 
affairs with such secrecy that there are 
no published accounts available to show 
New York brokers or those who hold the 
policies of this syndicate how far the 
credit of the remaining members will 
serve to take up the losses. In any 
event, since there is no joint Mability, 
the solvent members will be Hable for 
only their pro-rata share. The amount 
of this reinsuring.-whiely will have to be 
done may be estimated from the fact 
that the liabilities accepted annually by 
this group are placed at between $150,000,- 
000 and $200,000,000. 

A large enumber of these policies have 
been taken out on Canadian mifll proper- 
ties, and insurance on commodity ship- 
ments have been widely accepted by banks 
here and in the West in connection with 
tilts of exchange. Another branch of in- 
surance in which this syndicate has large- 
ly participated in this country has been 
the writing of automobile policies, and it 


has also taken on a great many extra- 
hazardous fire riske. 

The situation is further clouded by the 
same lack of information about the stand- 
ing of other syndicates in Lloyd's whose 
credit so far has not been impeached. 
Up to a few weeks ago the group of 
“Lioyd’s names" now admittedly in 
trouble was counted among the strongest 
in the society, and its policies have been 
accepted in this country without ques- 
tion. 

New York insurance men have not been 
astonished at recent revelations of shaki- 
ness tn the world-famous London agency. 
Lloyds golicies, by reason of the fre&®dom 
of the London underwriters from legal 
restrictions, have been increasing com- 
petitors in the American field. In this 
country, where insurance is restricted to 
chartered corporations whose investments 
are subject to severe legal restrictions 
and with the additional requirement of 
taxes, amounting to 2 per cent. in this 
State, on business done, underwriting 
profits have been heavily.cut into by the 
necessity of meeting Lioyds competition. 


HUGO MEYER’S HOME LOOTED. 


Thieves Strip It of Silverware and Jew- 
elry While Family Are Away. 


The police of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Station are puzzled by a burglary 
which occurred recently in the home of 
Hugo Meyer, 126 West Seventy-eighth 
Street. There is a private watchman on 
the block, and a policeman was near by, 
yet neither of the men saw nor heard 
the thieves. 

The robbery was discovered early in 
the morning, when Private Watchman 
Daniel Bartholf found that the fron grat- 
ing in front of the basement door of the 
Meyer residence had been torn from its 
hinges and the glass of the inner door 
broken, whereby the thieves had reached 
in and turned the lock. He called Po- 
liceman Lynch and they searched the 
house, which was closed, the Meyer fam- 
ily having gone to the Thousand Islands 
for the Summer. 

The house had been ransacked from 
top to bottom. The watchman wrote to 
Mrs. Meyer, who returned to town and 
found that every bit of silverware in the 


place had been stolen, together with a 
considerable quantity of jewelry, all of 
which had been locked in a closet on 
the second floor. Part of the burglar’s 
loot was the property of Mr. Meyer's 
brother, Felix Meyer, who is traveling 
in Europe with his wife.

Chemung County Friendly to Hughes,

ELMIRA, N. Y., Aug. 4.—Gov. Hughes 
has gained enough friends in the Chemung 
County conservative Democratic ranks to 
offset the support which his anti-race 
track gambling activities cost him. 

In spite of the fact that Congressman J. 
Sloat Fassett has openly attacked the 
Governor’s policies and opposed his nomi- 
nation through The Elmira Advertiser, 
Fassett’s paper, it is believed that Che- 
mung County Republicans would line up 
behind Hughes as they would no other 
candidate. Greater interest locally, how- 
ever, centres in the nomination of a Re- 
publican Senatorial candidate than in the 
Gubernatorial contest. 

The issues are the same. The Senatortal 
candidates were instructed for Senator 
Cassidy before he cast his vote against 
the anti-gambling bills. Sentiment against 
him in his own party is so marked that 
Fassett, to protect kis own Congressional 
candidacy, is bringing pressure to bear to 
secure Cassidy’s retirement, which it is 
believed will be fortlicoming. 

In Chemung County the best barometer 
of Hughes's strength is in Cassidy's weak- 
ness. 


Hughes Strong in Jefferson County.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Aug. 4—Gov. 
Hughes is strong in Jefferson County, 
and the majority of the voters In the Re- 
publican Party are in favor of his re- 
nomination. They think he is honest and 
capable. Race track gambling does not 
interest them much, but freigh. rates do. 

His Public Service Commission has been 
a real benefit to this county. They also 
ke the Governor personally. He made a 
good impression on his visit here. They 
also admire him for his freedom from 
factional fights and his refraining from 
abusing his political powers to force legis- 
lation. The local machine as a body is 
for him. 

Senator George H. Cobb has been recog- 

nized as a Hughes man all along, and his 
influence is dominant here. Ex-Senator 
| Elon R. Brown, however, does not like 
Hughes personally nor as a politician. 
The Watertown Times is favorable to 
Hughes, as is The Watertown Herald. 
The Watertown Standard has not taken & 
position yet. Hughes is so strong with the 
voters generally that the machine will 
hear the echo and be for him. 


Schenectady Leaders Oppose Hughes.

One of the Oligarchy.

They 
were and are ali conservatives of the old 
school of Republican politics. {f not 
stand-patters on the tariff they believe 
in letting well enough alone, and advo- 
cate only that sort of revision of the 


tariff which can be nandied “by its 
friends.’’ They are opposed to the new) 
ideas in Republican politics introduced | 
chiefly by President Roosevelt, 

Of them all only Lodge has broken 
away from the group on this point, and 
therein is where he has weakened his 
influence with them. aaa are among 
the leaders of those Republicans whom 
the Roosevelt men call “ reactionaries.” 
It is Lodge's personal friendship for 
Roosevelt that has taken him partly out 
of their class. It was Allison who fathered 
the compromise in the Rate bill of two 
years ago, which enabled Roosevelt to 
claim the enactment of that bill by Re- 
pens votes, although it incorporated 
he court review provision, for which the 
reactionaries had eer so hard all along 
and which the President had so vigor- 
ously opposed.

In the last few years failing health had 
weakened somewhat the influence Allison 
had in the Senate, and the active work 
of floor leadership which he had carried 
on for many sessions devolved almost en- 
tirely upon Hale, who will undoubtedly 
succeed to the Chairmanship of the Ap- 
propriations Committee. Allison contin- 
ued as Chairman of the Republican cau- 
cus, and headed the committee which as- 
signed the Republican Senators to plac¢és 
on Senate Committees. But Hale con- 
ducted the campaigns on the floor for 
party measures, and handled the appro- 
priation bills from Allison’s corttmittes, 
Aldfich, of course, always handles bills 
from the Finance Committee, of which he 
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is Chairman, and stands ready to help 
Hale wherever and whenever necessary. 


“The Old Guard ” Waning in Power. 
The death of Allison is a hard blow to 


the ‘Old Guard," which had already be- 
gun to lose its dominating influence in 
the Senate. The last two elections have 
sent to the Senate a number of young 
men, especially trom the West, who have 
resented the domineering mannér in which 
the little group of self-appointed leaders 
have dictakhed what should and what 


several surprising outbreaks on the part 
of some of these new men, who actually 
dared to indulge in personal criticism of 
the leaders on the floor. In all this no 
word against Allison ever was heard, 
but it showed very plainly a growing ten- 
dency to break away from the control 
which the older men had exercised for so 
long without resistance or objection. 
Allison's place will undoubtedly be filled 
first by the appointment and then by the 
election of Gov, Cummins, who 1!s an- 
other radical, and opposed to much if not 
all that Aldrich, Hale, and the other re- 
maining members of the ‘‘ Old Guard” 
stand for. It is the beginning of the 
greatest change that has taken place in 
the Senate in many years. 


CUMMINS A CANDIDATE. 


Cuts Short His Vacation and Will 


Confer with Political Friends. 
LAKE FOREST, Il, Aug. 4.—‘‘I shall 
certainly make an effort to succeed Sen- 


ator Allison,” said Gov. Cummfns, when 
he was told of the Senator’s death and 
asked concerning his political intentions. 
He refused, however, to say what he 
would do regarding the Senatorship dur- 
ing the unexpired portion of Senator Alli- 
son's term, which ends on March 4, 1909. 
Gov. Cummins will cut short his vaca- 
tion and return to Des Moines to-morrow. 
It is expected that a conference of his 
olitical friends will be called at once, and 
hat within a few days definite news re- 
garding the short-term Senatorship will 
be announced. The Governor stated that 
the Legislature would be unable to elect 
a man for the place in time for. the re- 
assembling of Congress in December, and 
that unless an Rppemnen eet be made the 
State would not have its full representa- 
tion at Washington.

STRASBURG, Aug. 4.—Count Zep- 
pelin’s airship was sighted from Stras- 
burg at 1:14. It appeared to be going at 
the rate of forty miles an hour, and cir- 
cled the great church tower, moving slow- 
ly, at an elevation a little above its high- 
est point. 

The city was decorated with flags, and 
as the machine passed over the crowds 
which filled the streets and squares 
shouted their approval and encourage- 
ment.

tain. And now the ship has disappeared 
behind the mountains, putting an impassa- 
ble. barrier between itself and a pursuing 
motor car. Five minutes later it was 
possible to sight her again for an instant, 
floating smoothly along. 

At Schaffhausen, when the airship 
reached that point, every point of van- 
tage was occupied. The whole city turned 
out to give it welcome. The surrounding 
hills were crowded, and the roofs of the 
houses were covered with enthusiastic 
spectators. Hats, handkerchiefs, and 
hands were waved in mad welcome, and 
; the old fortress at Schaffhausen thundered 
'a greeting from its guns. This was the 
signal prearranged to announce to the cit- 
izens the advent of airships. 

The local band had been placed as high 
up in the air as possible. It was on a 
rocky precipice overlooking the raltlroad 
station, and it played joyful airs of wel- 
come as long as the airship was in sight. 
As the long car sped over the city to 
the rhythmic drumming of its motors, the 
people acclaimed it with a mighty shout. 
i He is coming! He is here! ’’ they cried. 

| They have seen an epoch-making flight. 
?,The people congratulated each other 
1) strangers speaking with strangers, and 
all acclaiming the wonder. 

The airship next swung over the falls 
of the Rhine, and from the abyss nature 
itself sent up a tremendous, thundering, 
crashing welcome. Thousands of tourists 
crowded the windows and the grounds of 
the Schweizer Hof, the great hotel which 
flanks the falls of the Rhine. 

The emotional effect of this flight on 
some of the people who witnessed it was 
remarkable. Some laughed wildly, and 
apparently without control; others raised 
their voices in ineffectual cries of wel- 
come and encouragement, others wept, 
and still others gazed mutely at the 
apparition in the air. As the airship 
turned a bend in the river beyond 
Laufen, an old man, feeble, white of 
beard and wrinkled of face, was crawl- 
ing painfully to the top of a hill. He 
reached the crest all out of breath just 
in time to see it disap r. ‘Ah, I have 
seen it!" he exclaimed. He struggled to 
follow on in the direction where the ship 
had disappeared. His steps were uncer- 
tain, he tottered, and the tears were 
streaming down his face. 

But the airship continued its triumphal 
progress along the Rhine, while glad 
shouts of welcome resounded from one 
shore to the other, from top to valley,, 


probably at the rate or thirty-seven miles 
an hour.

BALDWIN SHIP HAS TEST. 


| Dirigible Balloon for Army Use Makes 
Good Showing in First Flight. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
circles and figure eights, dipping and ris- 
ing at will, the dirigible balloon of Capt. | 
Thomas 8. Baldwin covered, itself with 
glory to-day in the army trials at Fort | 
Myer. ‘The test was not official, but 
was made by the inventor to try out the 

spi abn of the airship. The balloon | 
| was up more than a half hour, and dur-| 
ing every minute of the time was respon- 
sive to the will of its operator. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock in the evening | 
when the huge gas bag was taken out of | 
the balloon tent and gyrven a final inspec- | 
tion by Capt. Baldwin and Glen E. Curtiss, | 
inventor of the motor which propels it. 
The balloon squad of the Signal Corps, , 
jaided by a hundred interested spectators, 
held the ship of the air while the finish- 
ing touches were being made. A cheer 
rose when the balloon finally pointed its 
blunt nose skyward and rose to a dis- 
tance of 500 feet. 

No attempt at speed was made. The 
flight was taken to test the dirigibility of 
the balloon. Capt. Baldwin was anxious 
ito observe the workings of his new con- 
trivance for elevating and deflecting his 
craft. This worked perfectly. 

Mr. Curtiss was especially pleased with 
the manner in which his motor behaved. 
He discovered, however, that a_ few 
‘changes will add to its efficiency. These 
will be made before the official trials, 
when he eapects his engine to produce 
power enough to haul the balloon along at 
a pace better than twenty miles an hour, 
fhe Government specifications call for a 
speed of eighteen miles. 

Altogether the trial was a success, and 
when Capt. Baldwin pointed the graceful 
eraft earthward and descended without a 
bump or a jar he was immediately sur- 
rounded by army officers and aeronauts 
who grasped his hand and congratulate 
him,

OYSTER BAY, L. LIL, Aug. 4.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt supplemented his remark- 
able statement of yesterday in regard 
to the dismissal from West Point of the 
eight cadets, wherein he flatly contra- 
dicted both the Secretary of War and 
Secretary Loeb, with another to-day, 
which makes the hole matter appear 


more involved th ever. 

The President's intention in issuing the 
statement was apparently to mitigate 
the severity of his manifesto of yester- 
day and let Gen. Wright down a little 
easier. The President says to-day that 
when the War Secretary was here he 
seemed inclined to think that the cadets 
ought not to be removed. To the cor- 
respondents in Oyster Bay Gen. Wright 
went further and said. they would not 
be dismissed, but would be allowed to 
return to the jacademy. Here is the 
President’s latest . explanation, issued 
through Assistant Secretary Forster: 


Acting Secretary Forster aghin said that 
the President had not yet received the final 
decision of the War Department in the West 
Point hazing cases; that originally the 
department inclined to remove the cadets. 
When Secretary Wright was here he seemed 
inclined to think that they ought not to be 
removed, but he has evidently not yet come 
to any conclusion in the matter, and has 
notified the President that he ,wants the 
President to see Col. Scott, Fitn whom 
he (Secretary Wright) has just been in 
consultation. The President, of course, 
will come to no final decision until he 
hears from Gen. Wright. 

Col. Scott is expected here to-morrow, 
and his conference with the President may 
clear the situation, as it is well known 
that he is not in favor of leniency, but 
insists that the recommendation of the 
Military Board be carried out. Gen. 
Wright on the other hand has expressed 
himself in favor of sendimg the young 
men back to West Point, there to under- 
go whatever punishment the authorities 
see fit to inflict. It is predicted that Mr. 
Roosevelt will arrange a compromise and 
agree to allow several of the cadets to 
return This view is borne out by that 
rart of the President’s statement yester- 
day in which he says: 

“The Secretary [Wright] stating that 


he was not able to make a final and 
definite recommendation as to all the 
cases, and preferred to’ make none as re-~- 
gards any until he could do it as re- 
gards all.”’ 

If this view of the situation is correct, it 
is predicted that Cadet Rossell, who 
agreeably impressed Secretary Wright by 
;his willingness to take the entire blame, 
will be one of those reinstated. 

That the President has not yet recovered 
from his anger, as evinced in yester- 
day’s statement, which showed that some- 
body blundered, was shown to-day when 

. Rogers, general counsel of the 
Panama Canal Commission, who was a 
luncheon guest at Sagamore Hill, said 
to the newspaper men: 

“JT will talk about anything except the 
cadets. Don’t ask me anything about 
them.” 

It is understood that the President has 
already been in communication with Sec- 
retary Loeb, and has asked for a full 
explanation of his part in the occurrence. 

Besides Mr. Rogers, other guests of the 
President to-day were Secretary of the 
Treasury. George B. Cortelyow. who drove 
over from Huntington to talk politics; 
W. C. Forbes, Vice Governor of the Phil- 
ippines; T, J. O’Brien, United States Am- 
bassador to Japan; Robert Collier, Nor- 
man Hapgood, and Mr. and Mrs. Mark 
Sullivan. 

Vice Governor Forbes sald he had dix 
cussed Philippine matters with the Presi- 
dent and assured him that relations with 
the native Assembly there were satis- 
factory.

ALL GAMBLING STOPS 
AT SARATOGA CLUBS 


Lid Clamped Down Tight on Tip 
That Gov. Hughes Meant 
to Take Action.

Once $7,000 Loser, but Luck Turned In 
Time—Clubhouse Backers Quit 
with Heavy Losses.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 4.—The lid was 
clamped down tightly to-day in Saratoga 
so far as the gambling houses, discreetly 
called clubhouses here, are concerned. 
The authorities awoke with a suddenness 
that greatly surprised the clubhouse pro- 
prietors, who as a matter of precaution 
ordered a nominal closing last night, re- 
serving the privilege of opening their 
Goors to a select and privileged few. 

Every one concerned seemed perfectly 
satisfied with the arrangements when the 
announcement of this sort of shut-down 
Was made last night. It left much to the 
discretion of the clubhouse owners, and 
did not eliminate the pessibilities of prof- 
itable business transacted on the quiet 
with chosen guests. 

The shut-down to-day was of an entirely 
different character. The, orders were 
positive, and left no room!‘ for argument 
or compromise. Though they came 
through the village officials, who before 
had seemed inclined to leniency, they were 
backed with mention of authority exceed- 
ing any power that the county or village 
officials might be disposed to use. 

The effect was prompt. The first notice 
of the new conditions concerning the con- 
duct of gambling was made in the early 
part of the forenoon, when the dealers 
and croupiers were resting after the work 


of the night before. The clubhouse pro- 
prietors alone were notified, but the news 
spread by some sort of wireless com- 
munication, and before noon the em- 
ployes of five gambling clubs were aware 
that their Summer jobs were at an end 
and that, so far as their employers knew, 
gambling for the season was at a full 
stop in Saratoga.

THE BRYAN CAMPAIGN FUND. 

It is easy enough to poke fun at some 
phases of the Bryan scheme for collect- 
ing campaign funds, but we think that 
no fair man acauainted with the old 
methods and the results of them will 
deny that the underlying principle of 
Mr. BrYANn’s plan is sound, and that it 
would be a great benefit to public mor- 
als if it could honestly and successfully 
be carried out. “ Successfully ” does not 
necessarily mean the election of Mr. 
BRYAN, but only the actual collection of 
money in his way for legitimate ex- 
penditures, enough to reach the yoters 
with pertinent argument and appeal, 
and enough for an organization that 
shall bring the mass of his sincere sup- 
porters to the polls. . 

The progress of the fund, under the 
plan of publication of receipts, will be 
watched with the keenest interest by 
sober and impartial observers of our 
politics. The chief evils of the old sys- 
tem were three: First, the influence of 
large contributors, or classes of con- 
tributors, upon the legislative and ad- 
ministrative action of the party aided. 
Of this the hideous favoritism of the 
protective tariff is the most familiar 
instance in Federal affairs; the race 
track legislation is another in State af- 
fairs, the management of the city is an- 
other, whether through Tammany here 
or through the Republican machine in 
Philadelphia. Second, the inevitable 
temptation to use funds thus obtained 
for the corruption of the suffrage by 
bribery, repeating, and cheating. Third, 
the practical stealing of considerable 
parts of the funds by the agents to 
whom they were intrusted, from whom 
strict accounting was, in the nature of 
the business, impossible. It is obvious 
that neither the first nor the second of 
these evils can prevail to any consider- 
able extent where money is collected in 
small amounts from numerous contrib- 
utors. The lack of accountability would 
also be reduced to its lowest limits 
from the need of making moderate 
funds go as far as possible toward im- 
perative ends. 

It is clear that a good deal of earnest 
work is being done in various quarters 
to apply the Bryan plan, and with in- 
teresting results. Take, for example, 
the effort of The Memphis Commercial 
Appeal, which, since the nomination of 
Mr. BRYAN, has raised something over 
$1,200 in very small sums from a vary 
wide field, through the Southern and 
Western States, from Florida to Cali- 
fornia. It may be said that this is a 
very modest sum toward the expendi- 
tures that have been customary in the 
past, on both sides. But the answer is 
that these expenditures, at best, have 
been extravagant and often silly, and 
at the worst have been demoralizing. It

FARMAN, WRIGHT, AND ZEPPELIN. 


Mr. FARMAN has now made several 
public appearances, and done two very 
difficult things. He has disappointed an 
American audience without angering it, 
and he has often flown the length of 
the diameter of the Brighton Beach 
race track. We venture to think he 
succeeded in the former feat because 
of the good impression he had made in 
his interviews, not excepting the one fn 
Tue Times with his wife. Everybody 
who attended had been made aware 
not that Mr. FARMAN was the only liv- 
ing master of the air, but that he was 
struggling after success and was aware 


of his limitations. He had not over- 
promised, and therefore impossibilities 
were not expected. 

His success in flying is due to the 
mastery of the gas engine which he 
acquired in automobiling. When a mile 
a minute became too tame for this 
gentle-spoken Scotchman, whose name 
some spell HENRI, and too common to 
be at all distinguished, he sought out 
for some new thing where he wight lead 
the way. He is proceeding on a different 
theory from that of the WRIGHT 
brothers. They seem to seek to imitate 
the flight of birds. If their planes do 
not actually flap, at least they change 
their relations to each other, and thus 
seek to utilize currents of air. Far- 
MAN’s planes are fixed relatively to 
each other, except the “ beak,” whose 
horizontal inclination invreases or re- 
duces altitude, and the “ tail,’’ whose 
motion about a vertical axis gives di- 
rection. Of course steering is impracti- 
cable as in the case of a boat floating 
with a stream. Some independent mo- 
tion of its own is necessary to give 
steerage way. Mr. FARMAN directs the 
push of his propeller through a box in 
which his rudder turns, and thus gets 
a purchase! by which to alter the direc- 
tion of his structure. His progress 
more resembles soaring—the true art of 
powerless flight in air—than flying, 
with beating of the air by wings, It 
may be compared to the skipping of a 
stone along the; water. Like the bi- 
cyclist, or the ricochetting stone, he 
supports himself by his progress, and 
falls as soon as he ceases to advance. 
He is entitled to the interest which at- 
taches to all pioneers, and none the less 
because of the frankly commercial na- 
ture of his experiments, for there can be 
no future to the conquest of the air un- 
less upon an economic basis. He can 
transport a half ton through the air 
quicker than a horse and wagon can 
get it over the ground, but he cannot 
do it cheaply. But dear as this method 
is it possesses a profit for him, and 
there are imaginable cases in which 
transportation through the air might 
be invaluable. | 

ZEPPELIN’s machine falls into a class 
different from both WriGguHt’s and Far- 
MAN'S. His results are superior, in a 
sense, but they indicate improvements 
in details rather than innovation in 
principles. It is no novelty that an in- 
flated gas bag will rise and stay in the 
air for prolonged periods. ZEPPrELIN’s 
achievements, of which the most not- 
able is reported to-day, is in giving di- 
rection to his huge and unwieldy 
machine, and in so economizing in the 
use—or rather the waste—of ballast that 
he can stay aloft, and rise and descend 
better than his predecessors. Yester- 
day, with a crew of eight, he beat au- 
tomobiles and circled cathedral steeples. 
This is an impressive performance, sur- 
passing both the American and Scotch- 
French achievements. But the lighter- 
than-air balloons have been under de- 
velopment for centuries, while the 
heavier-than-air are the latest word tn 
flying in a truer sense. It is easier to 
imagine progress for FaRMAN and 
WRIGHT than for ZepreLIn. His ma- 
chine is a Brobdingnagian creation, as 
manageable in a gale as a floating hay- 
mow. It needs a barn as big as a 
house, and is Mable to wreck in either

The literary 
charm of much of his writing was 
potent and lasting. The dialogue be- 
tween the elderly man of affairs and 
the well-preserved widow in “‘ Old Love 
Letters” and the colloquy between 
the scion of the Knickerbockers and 
the rude Western millionaire in “ Afis- 
tocracy” had the quality of wit, ob- 
servation and comprehension of char- 
acter we most highly esteem in our few 
best novelists and writers of short 
stories. 

Mr. Howarp first came to the front 
in an era almost barren of American 
plays of any desirable quality. The 
influence he exerted was altogether 
wholesome. He was both genial and 
sincere. The author of “ Saratoga,” 
“The Banker's Daughter,” “ Young 
Mrs. Winthrop,” “ The Henrietta,” and 
“Shenandoah ” deserves to be long re- 
membered for the good he accomplished 
and the innocent enjoyment he provid- 
ed for his fellow-men. His was the 
gentlest of natures; he had few ene- 
mies and a host of friends. The sense 
of personal loss at his passing will not

Peat as a Fertilizer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. H. B. Fullerton seems to think that 
peat is about the only fertilizer that will 
improve the soil of Central Park. Peat is 
what is known among farmers as swamp muck, 
and peat is its Irish name. It is a good fer- 
| laren that is, sometimes, and sometimes not 
very good. It varies a good deal in quality, 
and it would hardly be wise to apply it in 
large’ quantities without a chemical analysis. 
There may be differences in the same bed, 
and an average of its qualities will indicate 
its Vorth. ‘ 

To fit it for application in the Park it 
should be dug out of the swamp when as free 
of water as practicable, piled near by, and 
left over one Winter for the action of frost. 
As the frost leaves it in the Spring it will 
crumble and become comparatively light, and 
still Nghter as Spring and Summer advance. 
The change it undergoes is largely in the ex- 
pulsion of the water in it, which constitutes 
about 75 per cent. of its weight in the bed. 
Eventually, if left where no rain can reach 
}it, it will become as dry as road dust, and be 
disagreeable to handle. Before it reaches this 
extreme stage it should be mixed with stable 
manure, that also in a friable condition, and 
then applied to the Park.

The impairment of $81,178.90 left in the 
old capital of the bank shown by this 
statement has been taken care of by ree 
ducing the capital to $1,000,000, leaving a 
surplus of $918,000.

PLAYWRIGHT, DEAD 


He Wrote ‘* Shenandoah,” “ Sar- 
atoga,” and Many Other Suc- 
cessful American Plays. 


MANY YEARS IN JOURNALISM 


| Married a Sister of Sir Charles Wynd- 


ham, the English Actor—He 
Had Been Ill a Year. 


Bronson Howard, generally regarded as 
the dean of American playwrights, died 
of heart failure at 2:45 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon at Avon-by-the-Sea, N. J., after 
an illness of a year. As a dramatist Mr. 
Howard was best known by reason of 
the successes of “Saratoga,” ‘ The 
Banker’s Daughter,” ‘Old Love Let- 
ters,” “Young Mrs. Winthrop,” ‘ The 
Henrietta,” ‘‘Shenandoah,” and “ Aris- 
tocracy.’’ From 1870, the date of “ Sara-| 
toga,’"’ to 1906, when he published “Kate,” 
he was engaged primarily with characters H 
essentially American. | 

“ Saratoga ’’ was produced at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre by Augustin Daly, the 
cast including the late Mrs. Gilbert, | 
Fanny Morant, Fanny Davenport, will | 
fam H. Davidge, D. H. Harkins, and 
James Lewis, all of whom are dead. The 
play ran 100 nights, signalizing the second 
of the “ hundred-night ’’ runs of modern 
society dramas, “ Frou Frou” in the pre- | 
vious season being the first so distin- | 
guished, ‘‘ Diamonds,”’ the author’s next 
success, followed the year after, and en- 
joyed a run of fifty-six nights at Daly’s, | 
Sara Jewett making her début in its cast. 

In 1878, ‘‘ The Banker’s Daughter,” re- 
cast from ‘* Lillian’s Last Love” by Mr. 
Howard dnd A. R. Cazauran, was 
brought out at the Union Square, and the 
Same year saw the production of ‘“ Old 
Love Letters” at Abbey’s Theatre, with 
Agnes Booth and Joseph Whiting In the 
chief réles. Mrs. Booth was so successful 
in this play that Mr. Howard gave her 
the right to produce the play during the 
entire term of the copyright. 

Mr. Howard subsequently wrote “ Fun 
in a Greenroom" for Salsbury’s Trou- 
badours, and it formed a popular vehicle 
for those comedians all over the country. 
His pley, ‘“ Baron Rudolph,” was original- 
ly intended for Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Flor 
ence, but was obtained by George §S. 
Knight, who brought it out in 18890. 

Young Mrs. Winthrop,” still a popular 
piece with stock companies throughout 
the country, was first played on Oct. 9, 
1882, A. M. Palmer being the producer. 
Three years later, at the Lyceum, Helen 
Dauvray produced Mr. Howard's plece, 
“One of Our Girls,” in which ¥. H. 
Sothern made his first marked success. 
Mr. Howard's next attempt, “Met by 
Chance,” also produced by Miss Dauvray, 
was a failure, but ‘‘ The Yrenrietta,” pro- 
duced in this city Jan. 11, 1887, re-estab- 
lished the playwright’s success and long 
formed a popular feature of the répertoire 
of Robson and Crane. It was revived 
with some success by Mr. Robson shortly 
before his death. 

One of Mr. Howard's greatest successes 
was “Shenandoah,” produced in 1889, 
which long enjoyed favor in every city in 
the country. ‘ Aristocracy " was brought 
out in 1892 by Mr. Palmer, with what was 
considered at the time a remarkable cast. 
Its success was immediate and long con- 
tinued. 

Mr. Howard was born in Detroit, Mich., 
Oct. 7, 1842. He came to this city in 
1859, entering journalism and first con- 
tributing to the Round .Table. He as- 
sisted Mr. Sweetzer in starting The Hven- 
ing Mail in December, 1867. The next 
year he joined the Staff of The Tribune, 
remaining there three years, subsequently 
identifying himself with The Evening 
Post. In 1872 he practically retired from 
newspaper work, but during a visit to 
England in 1875 and 1876 contributed a 
series of articles to The Pall Mall Gazette. 

In 1880 Mr. Howard married Miss Wynd- 
ham, a sister of Sir Charles Wyndham, 
the English comedian. 

In this city Mr. Howard made his home 
at 201 West Seventy-eighth Street. He 
was a member of the American Drama- 
tists’ Club, the Lotos Club, the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, the 
Dunlap Society, and the Authors’ Club.

Stocks In Further Rise—Call 
Money Rates, 1@1% 
Per Cent. 


DENY CROP INJURY REPORTS 


Grain Markets Lower— Money Still 
Flowing In and Paris Gets 
London Gold. 


When the stock market closed on Mon- 
day night prices were depressed and senti- 
ment throughout the financial community 
unsettled by the sharp rise which had 
occurred on grain markets, following nu- 
merous and insistent reports from the 
Dakotas of serious damage to wheat. Nat- 
urally, therefore, all interest at the open- 
ing of business yesterday converged upon 
advices from the Northwest. These were 
made up very largely of denials of the 
damage stories of the day before, and this 
fact supplemented as it was by the prompt 
decline of wheat and corn on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, as well as on the 
local Produce Exchange, brought speedy 
reassurance and contributed very largely 
to the strength which securities manifest- 
ed through the rest of the day. Under 
prevalling conditions in the business world 
the fortunes of the country’s crops are, of 
course, a most important matter, and it is 
not surprising that, financial markets 
should prove sensitive to any bad news 
regarding their progress. At the same 
time it must be remembered that the 
Winter wheat crop, which last year con- 
tributed 410,000,000 bushels to the total 
wheat yield of 634,000,000 bushels, is al- 
ready safely garnered; that in South Da- 
kota and through the greater part of 
Minnesota Spring wheat is now being 
harvested, and that the North Dakota 
crop is so near maturity that unfavor- 
able weather conditions from this time on 
can reduce the yield very little. The va- 
rious reports which are coming to hand 
daily now from Chicago and other West- 
ern points bear plain evidence of specu- 
lative intent. One proof of this is the 
manipulation on the Chicago Board of 
Trade and another is such a disinterested 
report as that made yesterday in the Gov- 
ernment’s usual weekly weather résumé 
which failed to mention any conditions in 
the Northwest through the week which 
might provide basis for the recent dam- 
age stories. The passing for the moment, 
at least, of the influence of the various 
crop.injury stories left the market free 
to reflect the forces which have been at 
work in it for weeks past, and these again 
sufficed to bring about general advances, 
substantial fractions of which were main- 
tained at the close of business. The day 
was barren of important news outside of 
that bearing on the position of the wheat 
in the Northwest, but more or less at- 
tention was paid to such developments 
as another advance in the price of copper 
metal; railroad earning statements dis- 
closing the effects of the small traffic 
of the month of June—that of the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio noted a loss of $507,000 
in gross and $347,000 in net and a report 
that a strike of machinists all over the 
Canadian Pacific system had been called 
for to-day. This had practically no effect 
upon the stock of the company. 

While movements of exchange at in- 
terlor cities begin to point to a near by 
outflow of funds for crop moving purposes 
actual demands have as yet failed to 
make themselves felt, and money contin- 
ues to accumulate at this centre. From 
the Sub-Treasury the banks have gained 
since Friday last some $2,300,000. The ease 
of money markets under the circum- 
stances Is readily understood. Abroad, 
the Bank of France once more secured 
practically all the gold reaching London 
from South Africa, but foreign exchange 
rates here worked no nearer the gold ex- 
port point.

But times 
have changed, and prices have changed, 
although it is doubtful if that peculiar 
sentiment which crystallizes at times into 
wild mining enthusiasm ever changes.
